Adoula then said: “Tshombe 
himself fixed Dec. 27 as the 
date his senators and deputiés 
would come here. If they do 
not come this will be proof of 
bad faith.” 

Adoula said: “Here is a con- 
tradiction I cannot explain. 
Tshombe sent the first message 
to President Kennedy. I ac. 
cepted to see him immediately 
and by doing so made a con- 
cession from my previous stand- 
point of being willing only to 
see him in Leopoldville.

Upon receiving gifts of hear- 
ing aids, Tadayuki Fujimori 
and Shizue Fukuda of the To- 
kyo Alikuen, an orphange for 
deaf children in Tokyo, tried 
them on—and they could hear 
words they could never have 
heard before.

| Pope Beams Peace Appeal 
To Rulers of All Nations 


VATICAN CITY (UPI)—Po 
Johu XXIII Thursday . night 
launched a Christmas peace ap- 
peal to the rulers of all nations 
to halt—a possible—‘“chain re 
action of acts, decisions, resent- 
ments that could erupt into 
rash and irreparable deeds.” 

The Pope, speaking in solemn 
tones in a worldwide broadcast 
from the library of his Vatican 
apartinents, said he refused to 
believe that man would delibe- 
rately destroy himself by the 
very wonders of science and 
progress he has already mas- 
tered. 

“We cannot believe,” he said, 
“that the terrific energy now 
under the control of man will 
be release’ for the world’s de- 
struction. 

“For side by side wiih ele 
ments of fear and apprehension, 


there are positive signs of 
goodwill that is constructive 
and productive of good.” 


“We appeal to the rulers of 
the nations, who today hold in 
their hands the fate of mat 
kind. 

“You also are men, fragile 
and mortal. Upon you are the 
anxious eyes of your fellowmen 
who are first your brothers be 
fore they are your subjects. 

“With the authority which we 


have received from Jesus 
Christ, we say: Shun _ all 
thought of force. Think of the 
tragedy of initiating a chain 
reaction of acts, decisions, re- 
sentments that could erupt 


into rash and irreparable de 

“You have received great 
powers not to destroy but to 
build, not to divide but to 
unite, not to cause tears to be 
shed but to provide empuicy- 
ment and security.” 

The Pope’s 3,000-word Christ- 
Mas message, the fourth of his 
reign, was translated into 30 
languages—including Russian— 
and beamed to the corners of the 
world by a complex of Vatican 
and international transmissions. 

In Italy, it was televised. 

The 80-year-old Pontiff, silver- | 
rimmed glasses perched on his 
nose, read calmly and intently 
from a typed manuscript in the 
quiet of his private library. 

“We cannot pass over the an- 
xiety that our heart feels at the 
thought that when next Christ- 
mas Day dawns upon the world, 
there will be people without 
peace, without security, with- 
out religious liberty, people 
tormented’ by the specter of 
war and famine,” the Pope said. 

“For then, our most fervent 
prayers and supplications rise 
to heaven, together with a 
paternal wish that all difficul- 
ties and controversies be resolv- 
ed equitably, and a renewed ap 
peal to the rulers of all nations 
that through their united ef- 
forte justice, equity and that 
longed-for peace may be realiz-. 
ed.” 


“Our thoughts turn with af- 
fection to all humanity. And 
in particular to the suffering, 
to those enduring tribulations 
of mind and body, to those who 
are denied justice and charity. 
To all our paternal good wishes 
for all consolation.”

As Fuel Supply Source 


WASHINGTON 
US. Defense Department an- 
nounced Thursday it has cut off 
from its jet fuel supply source

The department announce- 
ment said that it has directed 
that negotiations with Idemitsu 
Kosan Co. of Japan have been 
discontinued and that no new 
contract would be issued for the 
coming calendar year. 

Earlier in the week, the 
department head said, in answer 
to questions, that Idemitsu was 
one of five refineries in the Far 
East from which jet fuel is pur- 
chased for military planes. 

But a spokesman said at that 
time the company had certified 
that none of the jet fuel sup- 
plied came from Soviet crude 
oll, and that this was verified 
by periodic inspections by U-S. 
petroleum agency representa- 
tives in Japan and Japanese cus- 
toms. The spokesman said that 
up to then there was no indica- 
tion of Russian crude petroleum 
in the fuel purchased by the 
U.S. the new decision cutting off 
Idemitsu was made Wednesday, 
the department said. 

Thursday’s announcement said: 

“The Department of Defense, 
as a matter of policy, seeks to 
avoid purchasing products of 
Soviet origin. In recent years’ 
the department has become in- 
creasingly concerned as such 
petroleum products are offered 
more widely in world markets.

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Rehearing 
Ordered for 
Ballot Case 


The Supreme Court yester 
day ordered a rehearing of a 
case in which a Socialist 
Councillor- elected in the 1959 
Upper House election was dis- 
qualified and replaced by his 
Liberal-Democratic runner-up 
after a recount of ballots. 

The case now goes back to 
the Hiroshima Higher Court, 
which originally handled the 
case in August last year. 

In the 1959 election, Socialist 
Yoshio Nakata was elected in 
the Tottori prefectural con- 
stituency with a slim margin 


ner-up, Masao Miyazaki. 

The local election control 
committee announced that 
Nakata won 117,991 “valid votes 
and Miyazaki 117,952. 

However, Miyazaki claimed 
that the votes Nakata won con- 
tained 49 invalid ballots. He 
appealed to the Hiroshima 
Higher Court to have Nakata 
disqualified and that he be 
given the Upper House seat 
instead. 

The Hiroshima Higher Court 
In August, last year, made a 
thorough check of the votes 
cast in~ the constituency and 
announced that valid votes cast

Zegrus was also alleged to 
have passed seven bad checks 
valued at more than $2,000 be-

Zegrus was first sentenced by 
the same court to the one-year 
imprisonment on Aug. 10 this 
year on charges of fraud and 
violation of the immigration 
laws. 


As the sentence was being 
read in court, however, Zegrus 
slashed his wrists with a piece 
of broken glass he had hidden 
in his mouth and was immedi- 
ately rushed to a hospital.

First Public Monorail Train 
License Expected by Yearend 


The construction of the first 
monorail service for general 
public in Japan to connect 
Shimbashi in downtown Tokyo 
with Tokyo International Air- 
port is expected to be licensed 
by the Government before the 
yearend. 

The Transportation Ministry's 
Transportation Council yester- 
day approved the monorail ap- 
plication made by the Japan 
Overhead Railway Co. of Tokyo 
and reported the approval to 
Transportation Minister Noboru 
Saito. Construction work will 
be started early next year and 
the monorail completed in three 
years. : 


The proposed monorail serv- 
ice to cover a distance of 14.2 
kilometers is scheduled to be 
operated with trains each con- 
sisting of four 70-seat coaches. 
The trains will average a speed 
of 60 kilometers per hour, cov- 
ering the distance in 15 min- 
utes. 

Running on double tracks at 
five minutes’ intervals, the 
trains are expected to carry a 
total of 49,000 passengers a day 
in 196 two-way trips.

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NewBritish Method 
Preserves Timber 


In a recent BBC broadcast 
John Rigg reported on one of 
the latest British methods of 
preserving timber, which is be- 
ing used in Norfolk to increase 
the useful life Of fence posts 
from five to 25 years. By this 
methods creosote is absorbed 
right to the heart of a stake 
six inches in diameter, and 
nearly half the creosote can be 
recovered after the treatment is 
finished. 


“The creosote is heated in 
steel tanks,” Rigg explained, 
“each holding up to 280 fencing 
stakes. Underneath each tank 
is a firebox in whicht rejected 
timber cut into four-foot 
lengths is burnt. hen the 
temperature of the creosote has 
been raised to 180 degrees 
Fahrenheit—or a little lower in 
winter—two ‘radies filled with 
stakes are lowered into the 
tank and left there, completely 
immersed, until all the air has 
been driven out of the cells of 
the wood. This takes from two‘ 
to three “»ics. The fire is then 
raked out, and the creosote and 
the stakes allowed to cool for 
the rest of the day and the fol- 
lowing night. This essential 
cooling process causes a vacu- 
um to develop in each indivi’ 
dual cell, which d¢rawe in the 
creosote untlL each cell is filled 
with it, 

“Next morning, the fires are 
relit under the tanks, and the 
temperature taken even higher 
than before. This drives most 
of the creosote out of the cell 
cavities of the wood again, but 
there is no loss of preserving 
power, because the walls of the 
cells cavitie. still retain the 
creosote. .The expelled creosote 
can be used once more in the 
same tank, which means a con- 
siderable saving in preserva- 
tive.

Madame Nhu Creates Women’s Army 


By PETER SMARK 


SAIGON, South Vietnam 
(Kyodo-Reuter)—A group of 
1.500 young Vietnmarnese women 
with shining eyes and long hair 
have started an intensive course 
of military training which wil 
make them the core of a 
women's army in war-torn 
South Vietnam. 


The girls, slim, graceful and 
intense, heave taid aside their 
long YoOwnes of trailing silk over 
satin trousers for a boiler suit 
garment of military utility. 

Behind the creation of this 
force, and a chain of other 
moves to bring Vietnam's 
women into“ureas of life previ. 
ously regarded as purely male 
spheres, is the first lady of the 
republic, Madame Ngo Dinh 
Nhu, the sister-indaw of Presi- 
dent Ngo Dinh Diem and wife 
of the President's younger 
brother and chief political advi- 
ser, Ngo Dinh Nhu. 

Madame Nhu, as a member of 
the republic's National Assem- 
biv, iIntreduced the bill to 
create the Women's Army. At 
the same time, she introduced a 
resolution which was passed by 
the Assembly, aimed at putting 
an end to prostitution in South 
Vietnam, and forcing Saigon’s 
600 night club and bar hostesses 
to seek “more —— produc- 
tive” work. 


Retter Lot 


But the main purpose of the 
latter resolution appears to. be 
a further improvement in the 
lot of the Vieymamese housewife 
for whom adame Nhu has 
waged a Winning battie for 
several years against the coun- 
try’s traditionally-minded males. 

It ie still a’ common thing 
for the Vietnamese husband, 
particularily a middie class 
husband, to leave his wife at 
home with the children, while 
he amuses himself with dancing 
and light banter in Saigon night 
clubs. 

But these times are passing, 
as Madame Nhu and her Viet- 
namese Women's Solidarity 
Movement press their campaign 
to win for Vietnamese women 
the status common in Western 
countries. Madame Nhu, herself 
the mother of four children, 
first aroused the ire of many 
Vietnamese men when, two 
Vears ago, she introduced into 
the National Assembly a 
“Family Law,” aimed at ending 
polygamy and concubinage in 
South Vietnam. The bill was 
passed. 


One Man, One Wife 


Whereas, before the passage 
of this law South Vietnamese 
men were legally entitled to 
have as many Wives as they 
liked, and coneubines were also 
an accepted part of life here, 
the new law introduced a re- 
gime of “one man, one wife.” 
and divorce was forbidden. 

Madame Ngo Dinh Nhu, like 
her husband and President Ngo 
Dinh Diem, is a_s fervent 
Catholic. 

But it is 


not only as a 


women's leader that Madame 
Nhu is known. Ii the difficult 
period after the end of the In- 
dochina war in 1954, Madame 
Nhu was one of the strongest 
figures in heiping President 
Ngo to found a new republic, 
For several years now,

Work Spent on Floors 
Pays Off Well; in Beauty 


By KAY SHERWOOD 


The beauty of hardwood floors 
will endure through time and 
traffic, even wet winter traffic, 
with simple but regular, intel- 
ligent care, Hardwood floors 
have been accused of being dif- 
ficult to maintain. After a year 
of close contact with the prob- 
lem, 1 find the accusation un- 
just. 

Undoubtedly the winter sea- 
son is hard on all floers, Mats 
or rugs at entrance doors do 
trap seme of the gnoW, mud, 
grit and ice-melting chemicals. 
These rugs, however, must be 
kept clean, too, either by wash- 
ing, vacuuming, or vigorous 
shaking. 

A fastidious 
whom I know has two identi- 
cal inexpensive washable rugs 
for each door so that she al- 
ways has a clean one ready, If 
you use plastic runners by 
entrance doors, Gon't forget to 
clean under as well as on top 
of them, 

Depending on the amount 
of traffic, wood floors will need 
daily or every-other-day mop- 
ping or vacuuming. Vacuum- 
ing the soil is to my mind slow- 
er than dust-mopping but more 
thorough. The vacuum whisks 
up the small debris like the end 
of a crayon, paper scraps and 
so. on—things a dust mop just 
stirs arotifd. Many vacuum 
cleaners have a floor brush and 
it's a simple matter to shift 
from one a.tachment to another 
as vou slide from rug to wood. 

Most floor maintenance ex- 
perts agree that a waxed finish 
protects and adds to the beauty 
of wood. About twice or three 
times a vear (early winter, mid- 
spring and early fall) we clean 
ami wax floors. I use the liquid 
wax «leaner (following direc- 
tions for cleaning) followed by 
a thin coat of paste wax buffed 
to a high luster. | rent a 
heavy-duty electric polisher to 
insure thorough buffing. Whirl. 
ing around the room with one

On any flooring, food ana 
beverage spills could be wiped 
up with a damp sponge as they 


oceur. Under the stress of a 
party, this isn’t always practi- 
eal. If liquid spilis dry on the 


wood floor, you may note white 
spots and there are the black 
marks and heel marks that 
show up occasionally. Pour a 
little liquid cleaning wax ortto 
the stain and rub with the 
grain, with fine steel wool. 
Buff immediately with a clean 
cloth. 


The color of the wood stain 
has something to do with the 
ease of upkeep. A tawny, 
natural-toned floor shows dust 
lees than the darker shades. 
But nobody in our 
woods pays too much attention 
to this, | guess. Floor color is 
a status symbol around here. 
A top-notch floor finisher told 
me that “the swell people use 
dark stains.” Prodded by my 
questions, he addei: “the 
sweller the swell, the deeper 
the floor stain.” 


As a clue to where we stand 
in the social scale, I should 
add that our floors are a pale 
natural tone.

This 
makes & neat finish. 

How ribbons can be sewn 
to the wrong side to tie at the 
corners is shown at (B).

There’s an Art to Packing Luggage

NEW YORK (NEA)—Pack- 
luggage is an art, and many a 
husband depends on the skill- 
ful hand of his wife to pack 
for him. 

Despite miracle crush-resis- 
tant fabrics, few articles sur- 
vive careless folding without at 
least some sign of wrinkles. If 
frequent business trips, are a 
part of your working life, why 
not learn io do the job efficient- 
ly yourself?

A note cértifying priority in 
the acquiring of tickets will be 
issued when a reservation is 
made. 

The applicant will be asked 


to make another advance pay- 


ment of 5 per cent of the hotel 
or inn fees a half month before 
the opening of the Games, 

If an applicant cancels his 
reservation by then, the 50 per 
cent in deposit made will be 
refunded. 


The formula decided yester- 
day is reported to be similar 
to that adopted at the time of 
the Rome Olympies in 1960. 


At the time of the Rome 
Games, however, the deposits 
made by the persons putting in 
hotel reservations were not re- 
funded when the reservations 
were canceled. 


The hotel association hopes 
to start accepting reservations 
for rooms from around October 
next year. 


The Transportation Ministry's 
Tourist Bureau believes that at 
least 30,000 persons will be com- 
ing to Japan from various for- 
eign countries for the Tokyo 
Olympics. 


Hotels and inns in and near 
Tokyo at present are able to ac- 
commodate only some 19,000 
foreign visitors. This means 
that thete is a shortage of 
around 11,000 beds. 


It was therefore decided yes- 
terday that positive efforts 
should be made to increase and 
improve present facilities of the 
hotels and to improve Japanese-| t 
style inns for use by foreigners.

Rudolf Plyukfelder of the 5So- 
viet Union broke the world 
weightlifting record for a total 
lift in the light-heavyweight 
class by 2.5 kilograms (5% 
pounds) seis. the Soviet na- 
tional championships which 
ended at Dnepropetrovsk, “Uk- 
raine, Thursday. 


The Russian’s total lift of 
462.5 kilograms (1,019% pounds) 
for the three categories—press, 
snatch and jerk—eclipsed the 
record formerly held by Amer-

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Chance for Peace in the Congo 
The prospects for peace in the Congo appear to have 
taken a turn for the better as a result of the meeting be- 
tween Congo Premier Adoula and the Katanga President, 


Mr. 


Moise Tshombe, at Kitona, but it is, 


of course, too 


early to say how the situation will actually develop. 


The situation in the Congo is so confused and so sub- 
ject to various internal strains and outside pressures that 
a meeting of two leaders may have only limited effect. 

According to the Leopoldville Government, Mr. Tshom- 
be has agreed to recognize the indivisible unity of the Re- 


public of the Congo and President Kasavubu as Chief of 
What is most important, he is reported to have 


State. 


recognized the authority of the Central Government over 
“all parts” of the Republic and to have agreed to the par- 
ticipation of the representatives of the province of Katan- 
ga in the governmental commission which is scheduled to 
meet on January 3 next to examine a draft constitution. 
The Katangan gendarmes are to be placed under the au- 
thority of the President of the Republic and presumably 
if this stipulation is carried out it will effectively prevent 
further military action on the part of Mr. Tshombe and 


his adherents. 


But this is not yet assured. 


“The important thing,” 


said Mr. Tshombe, on returning to Elisabethville, “is that 
the accord we have reached has to be ratified by my min- 
isters and by the National Assembly and that cannot be 


done for at least 10 days.” 


This hardly seems like the 


language of a man who has given.up all claims to a seces- 
sionist policy. Mr. Tshombe protests that he is only the 
mouthpiece for his people and it is for them to decide, but 
if this is the case the agreement reached at Kitona may 
prove to be a mere paper one. 

Given a real desire to help to unify the country under 
the present Adoula Government on Mr. Tshombe’s part, 
however, dissidents in Katanga may be won over to suffi- 
cient cooperation with him in meeting the practical needs 


of the situation. 


. 
It is highly desirable that the leading notables in 
Katanga should be represented in the meeting to draft a 


new constitution. 


It seems to us that this should be of a 


federal character, leaving a good measure of autonomy to 


Katanga as well as to other provinces, 


It should be clear 


that the Congo is not ripe for a strictly unitary form of 
government and that it was in striving to attain this that 


‘the late Mr. Lumumba made his greatest mistake. 


If Mr. 


Tshombe will now give sincere cooperation to the Adoula 
Government, a workable system of administration should 
prove able to be ‘worked out, but, of ‘course, it must be 
borne in mind that there are other Congolese local lead- 
ers, and their adherents, whose views must be taken into 


consideration. 


Mr. Tshombe, who is strongly anti-Communist, has ex- 
pressed fears of leftist influence in the Adoula Govern- 


ment. 


His suspicions may be correct but it can at least 


be said that it is through anarchy and separatist actions 
that the country is distraught in such a way as to provide 


an opportunity for Communist intrigues. 


A sound federal 


system under which all the stable elements in the country 
would be properly represented would be the best safe- 
guard against leftist subversion attempts. 


The task of pacification and reconstruction in the Con- 
go is not likely to prove an easy one even if the Katanga 
problem is satisfactorily settled. Fierce tribal rivalries 
and disputes serve to aggravate the situation. Only Wed- 
nesday, groups numbering up to a thousand Baluba tribes- 
men. refugees from their homes, broke out of their camp 
near Elisabethville and went on a pillaging and looting 
rampage, according to a United Nations report. United 
Nations forces were deployed to deal with the situation 
but the incident shows the state of affairs that has to be 


faced in the Congo. , 


It seems clear that even if the Adoula- Tshombe agree- 
ment is reasonably implemented and a workable federal 
system devised with the consent of all the Congolese par- 
ties that the United Nations troops will have to remain 
in the country for an indefinite period. 


“Faced with this necessity, 


sembly on Wednesday night 


the U.N. Gaeta As- 
appropriated funds to cover 


the Congo operation for the next six months and approved 
a $200 million bond issue to pull the United Nations out 


of debt. 


The major reason for the United Nations’ financial diffi- 
culties is the failure of the Communist countries, France, 
Belgium, South Africa and several other members to pay 
their shares of the costs in connection with the Congo. 
The bond issue is designed to pay off the international 


organization's 


outstanding bills and to meet running ex- 


penses at least until the General Assembly meets for its 


1962 autumn session. 


By then, we must express the hope 


the Congolese will have proved able to settle their own 
problems and the United Nations can withdraw from the 


scene. 


Two Japans in One 


Traditional Freedom of Conscience Opposed to Myth Indoctrination 


— 


A decade and a half after the 
end of World War Il, as the 
year 1961 is about to pass off, 
there are evident signs of na- 
tional pride and self-confidence 
being reasserted in this coun- 
try. This slow but progressive 
process of reassertion of na- 
tional sentiments brings in 
order a reexamination of the 
postwar institutions, which 
were provisionally accepted as 
inevitable after Japan's sur- 
render. Reexamination some- 
times goes so deep as to make 
one ask whether some of the 
basic democratic concepts will 
not be affected by the process. 

Reexamination of the post- 
war “no-war” Constitution, for 
instance, is being undertaken 
by the official Constitution Re- 
search Council, but this process 
by and large represents an ef- 
fort to correct what appears to 
be clearly untenable after the 
vanishing of excessive idealism 
and the need for de-militariza- 


. tion and de-nationalization of 


Japan under Allied occupation. 
Even if the so-called “no-war” 
clause is rescinded in future, 
or if some of the paraphernalia 
of regal dignity is restored to 
the Emperor, that does not sig- 
nify at all that democracy in 
Japan will be compromised. 


Prompts Study 


Although the leftist commen- 
tators do assume, extremely 
pessimistic views in this re- 
gard, their views can be con- 
sidered only as the upshot of 
their being theoretically strait- 
jacketed that inevitably nar- 
rows down the scope of future 
possibilities in their eyes. 

Take, as another instance, the 
demand for indemnification by 
the former landlords who lost 
their land possessions in the 
postwar farmland reform. While 
property rights must be respect- 
ed, losses sustained by indivi- 
duals because of war and Ja- 
pan’s defeat in the war cannot 
be fully indemnified within the 
paying capacity of the nation. 
The demand for land indemnifi- 
cation as an isolated move 
appears harmless, but it might 
become dangerous if it inspires 
those who want to see Japan 
revert to the status quo ante. 

The recent coup d'etat plot, 
though an entirely separated 
occurrence from the land issue, 
did appear like an attempt to 
restore the status quo ante. 
Many ex-professional soldiers 
were among the plotters. A\l- 
though the coup was forestall- 
ed by swift action of the police, 
and although the plotters were 
unable to command any sub 
stantial popular support, the 
foiled coup attempt itself was 
serious enough to prompt some 
basic questions concerning 
democracy in Japan. 

Only Foundation 


Here it must be noted, the 
word democracy is an extreme- 
ly vague term. Many foreign 
observers have cast doubts 
upon democracy in Japan and 
even Japanese have joined in 
their lamentation. If demo- 
cracy means free institutions in 
the Western sense of the word, 
it is quite easy to point out that 
democracy in Japan is blurred 
in image and even where it is 
not blurred is highly squeaky 
in function. Japan has no long 
history in democracy to con- 
vince the people of the value 
of free institutions, and it may 
further be said that the Japa- 
nese are adhering to these in- 
stitutions because there are no 
other practical alternatiyes. 

But there is native refusal to 
be indoctrinated or brainwash- 
ed by the powers that be, and 
democracy in actual life means 
this freedom of conscience in 
many instances. That may not 
be democracy in the full politi- 
cal sense of the word but it 
offers the only true foundation 
on which democracy can be 
built. 

Native refusal of indoctrina- 
tion has manifested itself in 
various phases of Japanese life 
and history. Even in feudal 
Japan, rulers, lords, and em- 
ployers were openly ridiculed 
on the stage of the “Kyogen” 
farce, to quote just one in- 
stance, although this ridicule 
did not appeal for political ac- 
tion but only to the sense of 
humor. 


Native Sentiments 


This freedom .of conscience 
may appear to be something 
less than democracy in the 
Western sense. But it is signifi- 
cant that these native demo- 


U.N. Crisis

tions Organization was wit- 
nessed during the first half of 
the U.N. General Assembly 
meeting. The death of Secre- 
tary General Hammarskjold, the 
clash between U.N. Forces and 
Congolese soldiers, the issuance 
of U.N. bonds to tide over fi- 
nancial difficulties of the world 
body are some of the dire issues 
which the U.N. had to face. 
Outside the U.N., the ‘confronta- 
tion between the East and West 
was intensified over the Berlin 
issue while the resumption of 
nuclear experiments by the So- 
viet Union and the United 
States made the peopie of the 
world tremble in terror over 
the possible effects of atomic 
fallouts. With all these grave 
problems confronting the world 
today, the respdnsibility placed 
on the U.N. to lead the world 
safely out of such troubled seas 
has never been so great. We 
belleve that the efforts made in 
the first half session of the 
UNGA were instrumental to a 
considerable degree in keeping 


the international situation from 
further aggraVation.—Asahi 
Shimbun 


Budget Compilation 

The ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party is contemplating a de- 
mand for drastic restoration of 
various budgetary requests. It 
is most likely that the party will 
make efforts to obtain funds 
needed for increased pensions 
for ex-servicemen, compensa- 
tion to former landowners who 
were forced to sell. their farm- 
land to tenant farmers and for 


‘free distribution of primary and 


secondary sc.iool textbooks. It 
is hoped that the party will be 
more reasonable in making a 


demand for revival of the budg-

cratic sentiments rebel not only 
against totalitarian brainwash- 
ing but against brainwashing 
with democratic doctrines. If 
democracy with all its Western 
trappings is forced upon the 
Japanese, that might amount to 
brainwashing with democratic 
doctrines. Preaching on demo- 
cracy can become nauseating, 
too. 

So a sharp distinction in 
terms must be made, when such 
questions are asked whether Ja- 
pan is for or against democracy 
or whether Asia can become a 
fertile ground for democracy. 


A lot of confusion has arisen 
from the failure to differen- 
tiate. 


Own Brainwashing 


Confusion has been com- 
pounded by the historical fact 
that the Japanese themselves 
undertook a litle bit of brain- 
washing of their own in the 
Meiji Era, Le. in the process 
of modernization that started in 
1868. 


Since Japan at that time lack- 
ed tight national unity, being 
divided up just in so many 
feudal fiefs,.the somewhat Bis- 
marckian work of national in- 
tegration had to be undertaken 
by stressing the mythical char- 
acter of the Emperor as the 
descendant of the Sun Goddess 
and by justifying the power 
usurpation from the feudal re 
gime in the name of the Em- 
peror. 

By means fair or foul, such 
as the reinterpretation of Japa- 
nese mythology and suppres- 
sion of unfavorable historical 
facts, this process of making 
preparations for modernization 
went on. It is only fair to 
acknowledge the ability of the 
Japanese national leaders at 
that time. But their effort met 
with success, largely because it 
Was a response to the need to 
counter the imminentiy-felt 
threat of Western civilization 
and to modernize Japan. Japan 
had to be unified and made

rich and strong in order to 
secure a place in the world, 


The era of the Meiji Restora- 
tion is becoming remote to 
most young Japanese, but it is 
not completely forgotten vet. 
Former Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi, for instance, is 
often identified as hailing from 
Chosu, one of the two former 
feudal countries where most of 
the successful national leaders 
of that era were born. One’s 
Chosu background is still signi- 
ficant enough to be specifically 
mentioned in today’s news- 
papers and magazines. 


It also deserves to be men- 
tioned that the movement for 
liberty and democracy, and 
incidentally the newspaper busi- 
ness also, was started in the 
Meiji Era by those not hailing 
from Chosu or Satsuma, the 
successful duo. 


Two in One 


So there are two Japan’s in 
one—one representing refusal 
of indoctrination and the other 
advocating the -need for a 
counter-brainwashing to West- 
ernization and the Communist 
menace. This difference cannot 
be explained away by regional 
origin, although regional rivalry 
did overlap this difference m 
some phases of history. 


It is already clear as day that 
excessive forms of nationalistic 
indoctrination will only invite 
disaster such as the Pacific War 
and that it is simply untenable. 
But still a considerable number 
of foreign observers seem to 
think the Japanese are a fana- 
tic kamikaze people, essential- 
ly undemocratic and totally 
different from themselves. They 
recognize only one Japan and 
fall to see the two in one. 

Most Japanese know beyond 
doubt, however, that we cannot 
revive the prewar Japan and 
the only feasible choice is to 
build a democratic Japan on 
the basis of the native refusal 
of indoctrination.

Outside Relations

other countries during 1961.

HONGKONG (UPI)—Com- 
munist China, excluded again 
from exercising her “legitimate 
rights” in the United Nations, 
used the vear 1961 to continue 
cultivating goodwill and friend- 
ship in the Afro-Asian countries 
and condemned newly-inau- 
gurated President Kennedy as 
“worse than Eisenhower.” 

Peiping signed a mutual as- 
sistance treaty with North Ko- 
rea, trade and economic agree- 
ments with North Vietnam and 
several other Communist bloc 
countries, and sent trade dele- 
gations to Brazil and Argentina 
and youth delegations to Ecua- 
dor and Ceylcn. 

During the  vVvear, 
hosted Presidents Sukarno of 
Indonesia and Nkrumah of 
Ghana, along with scores of 
other dignitaries who were 
given tours of factories and 
communes as evidence of the 
“achievements” of the 12-year-

old Communist regime. 


The signing of border agree- 
ments with Burma and Nepal, 
and the initiation of border de- 
mareation negotiations with 
Pakistan, allowed Communist 
China to exploit further good- 
will in the neutralist bloc. 

Only with India did the year 
1961 mark a noticeable setback 
in relations with a neutralist 
country. India ex>elied several 
Chinese residents and recalled 
its ambassador in Peiping, while 
Communist China verbally at- 
tacked Prime Minister Nehru as 
a “tool” of the United States 
and refused to budge from 
claims to thousands of square 
miles’ of disputed border ter- 
ritory so that negotiations 
might begin on fixing the bor- 
der. 

One of the biggest credits 
chalked up in 1961 in the view 
of the Peiping leaders was the 
trend of events in‘Laos and 
South Vietnam. The beginning 
of the year saw a rival govern- 
ment set up in Northern Laos 
whose outlook was favorable to

At the same time, there is no 
question that there is a need of 
making the law up-to-date in 
keeping with changed times.

Industrial Accidents 

Industrial accidents are in- 
creasing in number year after 
year in Japan. A total of 790,- 
000 workers were involved in 
accidents ‘in 1960. The ac- 
cidents caused damage amount- 
ing to ¥187,000 million, In 
1961, workers injured number- 
ed more than 800,000, resulting 
in damange totaling an es- 
timated ¥200,000 million. The 
Government's five-year plan 
for prevention of industrial ac- 
cidents is to end next year 
without proving effective for 
the purpose. It will be es- 
sential for the Government to 
restudy its policy for elimina-

Medical System 

The Medical System Research 
Council recently sent an interim 
report of its deliberation and 
proposed several measures to 
improve the medical situation 
in Japan in compiling the next 
fiscal year’s national budget. 
The proposed measures includ- 
ed several important ones, but 
the report regrettably lacked in 
basic proposals related to the 
nation’s health insurance setup. 
The council should have 
revealed its attitude on the is- 
sue clearly and particularly in 
view of the hot controversies 
and substantial problems 
aroused by the present insur- 
ance system in Japan. Among 
the proposed practical means 
for improving the current 
medical system, the Govern- 
ment is requested to listen 
modestly to the report's de- 
mands for urgent measures on 
the doctorless regions in the 
country and for increase of 
nurses through budgetary 
means. — Hokkaido Shimbun 
(Sapporo) 


Communist China. By May 
Foreign Minister Marshal Chen 
Yi was sitting at a conference 
table on an equal footing with 
representatives of the United 
States. 


In South Vietnam, events 
were proving even more favor- 
able to the People’s Republic of 
China. 

In conformity with the 1960 
Moscow statement of Com- 
munist parties which gave Peip- 
ing a free hand to support 
“national liberation” wars such 
as the one being fought in 
South Vietnam; the Chinese pro- 
paganda machine turned out 
thousands of words of ominous 
warnings to the U.S. “imperial- 
ists” who were saving from col- 
lapse the government of Presi- 
dent Ngo Dinh Diem. The Com- 
munist - directed and - sup- 
plied Viet Cong rebels were, 
in the view of Peiping, “patriots” 
fighting for the “liberation” of 
their country, and its reunifica- 


tion with Communist North 
Vietnam. 
President Ho Chi Minh of 


North Vietnam held conferences 
in Peiping with the Communist 
Chinese leaders. 

However, while Peiping has 
no formal mutual assistance pact 
with North Vietnam, the sign- 
ing of such a pact with North 
Korea was announced on July 
11 amid much fanfare. 


Communist China also pro- 
tested Japan's refusal to allow 
entry of a delegation to the an- 
nual congress of the Japanese 
Communist Party. On the offi- 
cial level, relations between 
Japan and Communist China re- 
mained cold as ice, but Japa- 
nese delegations of one sort 
and another continued to travel 
to Peiping through Hongkong, 
seeking business such as it 
could be found, 


By far the biggest business 
Communist China did with the 
non-Communist world during 
1961 was the purchase of spec- 
tacular amounts of wheat and 
barley from Canada and Aus- 
tralia to feed her hungry mil- 
lions. 

Britain, which since recogni- 
tion of Peiping in 1950 had 
been disappointed in the amount 
of business between the two 
countries, concluded a deal for 
the sale of turboprop airliners 
after more than three months 
of hard negotiations. 

Communist China was still 
having little or nothing to do 
with the United States. The 
ambassadorial talks in Warsaw 


continued with no apparent 
fruitful result, and Communist 
China's “serious warnings” 


about air and sea incursions by 
the U.S. military into her ter- 
ritory approached the 200 mark 
with rapidity. 

In April, Communist China re- 
leased one of the four Ameri- 
cans held in Chinese prisons 
for years. Shortly after his re- 
lease, a haggard and cancer-rid- 
den Robert E. McCann ‘died 
from his illness, aggravated by 
his long sentence in a cold 
Tientsin prison. For the 12th 
year in a row, Communist Chi- 
na failed to “liberate” her 
“territory” of Taiwan, while 
keeping up a steady stream of 
propaganda against the Govern- 
ment of President Chiang Kali- 
shek. Toward the.end of the 
vear, the shore batteries facing 
the islands of Quemoy and 
Matsu ceased their alternate-day 
shelling, but there was ito in- 
dication that rumored peace 
“feelers” between the Commu- 
nists and the Nationalists: would 
amount to anything.

West Germans and nationals of 
other NATO countries. Den- 
mark paid no attention and her 
Parliament approved this plan 
by a large majority. 

Balked in his attempt to 
weaken NATO’s northern flank 
Khrushchev has begun to fire 
some even wilder shots. He 
has warned Austria that any 
association with the European 
Common Market would be “in- 
compatible with her neutrality.” 
Then there was the preposterous 
propaganda against Gen. Heu- 
singer, West German chairman 
of NATO’s Permanent Military 
Committee in Paris shows that 
the West has not been disturb- 
ed by all this bluster. The Al- 
liance will continue to combine 
strength and firmness of pur- 
pose with readiness to find 
a solution through diplomatic 
contacts with the Soviet Union. 


Historic Kite 


London's Science Museum is 
currently staging a historical 
exhibition to commemorate the 
diamond jubilee of the first 
trans-Atlantic wireless signal. 
Dec. 12, 1901, Guglielmo Mar- 
coni at a receiving station at 
Saint Johns, Newfoundland, 
heard through an earpiece, 
faintly but distinctly, the Morse 
letter “S” transmitted from the 
coast of Britain 2,200 miles 
away. At the British end the 
aerial system was slung betweer. 
two 150-ft. masts. In New- 
foundiand after failing for two 
days to keep an aerial aloft 
success came at last with the 
a of a kite and a timely gale 

ift an aerial to a height of 
400 feet. 

It was a historic achievement. 
Scientists of his day had been 
convinced that the curvature of 
the earth made such long-~tlis- 
tance transmission impossible. 
Marconi, using large aerials and 
a transmitter designed by Prof. 
Fleming 100 times more power- 
ful than any before, had con- 
founded them. It was the birth 
of worldwide radio communica- 
tion. Yet even Marconi could 
hardiv have imagined that in 
60 years time radio signals 
could be “bounced” off the 
planet Venus, returning to 
earth in a matter of minutes 
after traveling some 70 million 
miles. 


Connoisseurs’ Year 


Bon viveurs the world over 
will be giad to learn that this 
year’s wine harvest in Europe, 
though limited in quantity, pro- 
mises to be of high quality. 
This has already been borne 
out by the high prices fetched 
in the first sales. Red Burgun- 
dies, for instance, have realiz- 
ed around twice as much as two 
year. ago when record high 
prices were paid. Wine grow- 
ers have had an anxious battle 
with the weather. Spring was 
premature and was followed by 
a dispiriting cold, dank spell. 
The vintage was rescued by a 
prolonged dry spell in the late 
summer. The output of French 
vineyards was down by one- 
third compared with last year 
and the output of German 
wines fell from last vear’s 1% 
million gallons to around 70 
million. 

Fortunately for the rapidiv 
growing host of champagne 
drinkers, that region was | least 


affected by vagaries of the wea- 
ther. For the third year in 
si. ccession output was maintain- 
ed at a high level and experts 
speak fondiv of the wines’ 
“fragrance, finesse and liveli- 
ness.” We are told that this 
vear's German w.nes must be 
given time to mature. They 
will become “interesting” by 
1963. The first indications from 
the Douro region of Portugal 
are that it may prove a vintage 
year for port—good news for 
Britain, by far Portugal's best 
customer for port. 


In Spain the harvest was 
about average at 450 million 
gallons. Sherry wine harvest 
was above average both in qual 
ity and alcoholic content and 
the news has already sharpen- 
ed the demand for export and 
pushed up the price above ljast 
year’s high evel. All in all 
Europe's wine harvest this year 
promises to be one that will 
rank high among connoisseurs, 


particularily those with long 
purses. 

Epic Legacy 

The first performance of 


Manuel de Fallas choral epic 
“La Atlantida” at Barcelona re- 
cently was a strange and stir- 
ring event in the musical world. 
Strange because from 1926 until 
his death 20 years later Falla 
had produced nothing of note. 
He was known to be busy with 
a large-scale composition, but 
history does not encourage hope 
that the posthumous work of 
any composer, however great, 
will add to his reputation. That 
is why the Barcelona premiere 
proved so stirring. Critics who 
flocked there came away con- 
vinced that when the whole 
work is performed at La Scala, 
Milan next June it will con- 
firm their impression that Fal- 
la’s last years had been devot- 
ed to his magnum opus. Nei- 
ther the glow and fire of “La 
Vida Breve” and ballets “El 
Amor Brujo” and “Three Corn- 
ered Hat” on which his fame 
is chiefly based, nor the austeré 
neo-classicism of his later com- 
positions give any warning of 
the richness, variety and power 
of “La Atlantida.” 


Round the Capitals 


Dublin reports a rich wind- 
fall for the Irish Government. 
It owns the mining rights in a. 
200-acre farm in County Gal- 
way where geologists of e 
Irish Base Metal Co. have found 
silver, lead, copper and zinc. The 
company has a  prespecting 
license from the Government. 
One geologist working on the 
strike thinks it may turn out 
to be one of the major deposits 
of heavy metals in the world. 


Bonn reports the death at 87 
of Herr Richard Schirrmann, 
founder of the International 
Youth Hostel Movement. In 
1909 Schirrmann, then a schoo)- 
master, converted a castle in 
Germany to a hostel. The idea 
has spread since then and now 
nearly 14 million youngsters 
stay a night each vear in 3,000 
hostels in 40 countries. An In- 
ternational Federation was 
founded in 1932. 


Brussels reports that Eura- 
tom is to sponsor a nuclear 
powered ship. Present plans 
are that it should be a dry cargo 
vessel of about 16,000 tons. Pro- 
jects for the development of nu- 
clear reactors for the vessel have 
been submitted to Euratom by 
France, Germany, Holland and 
Italy. 

London renorts a 14th centurv 
house in the cathedral city of 
Exeter believed to be the old- 
est private souse in Northern 
Europe, was moved 100 yards 
to make way for a new road. 
It made the journey safely on 
wheels running on iron tracks 
after workmen had spent 
several weeks reinforcing the 
framework with timber.‘ It is 
now being completely restored 
on its new site and will soon be 
habitable once more.
